Sylmar:  The  Los  Angeles  Police  Department's  Mission  Area  Detectives  have  identified  and 
captured  an  individual  who  sexually  assaulted  three  minors  under  12  years  old. 

On  July  17,  2018,  a  victim  made  a  police  report  which  indicated  Enrique  Ramirez  sexually 
assaulted  him  several  times.  The  sexual  assaults  occurred  in  a  store  where  Ramirez  works 
called  American  Dollar  Plus,  located  at  12737  Glenoaks  Blvd.  #17  in  Sylmar,  CA. 

On  July  20,  2018,  an  additional  victim  came  forward  and  reported  Ramirez  continually  sexually 
assaulted  him  over  a  ten-month  period  at  the  American  Dollar  Plus. 

On  July  26,  2018,  around  10:15  a.m..  Mission  Area  Detectives  served  a  search  warrant  at 
Ramirez'  business  and  took  him  into  police  custody  without  incident. 

Detectives  have  provided  a  photograph  of  Ramirez  and  American  Dollar  Plus  in  the  event  there 
are  additional  victims  or  other  unreported  incidents  and  are  asking  for  the  public's  assistance  in 
locating  them.

Here's  where  the  LAPD  comes  in:  The  story  is  that  in  the  late  1960s,  Willie's  group,  the  Brotherhood  of  Street 
Racers,  was  founded  with  the  help  of  the  LAPD.  He  claimed  this  in  interviews  numerous  times.  Via  this 
partnership,  Willie  acted  as  an  emissary  of  sorts  in  South  L.A.,  helping  the  department  smooth  over  relations 
after  the  Watts  Riots.  LAPD  officers  even  helped  him  stage  street  races,  and  helped  him  eventually  open  a 
track  on  Terminal  Island,  according  to  stories  I've  heard  and  Robinson's  claims.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  novel 
and  early  example  of  community-based  policing. 

I  have  spoken  to  historical  LAPD  figures  (like  Bernard  Parks  and  Charlie  Beck),  who  said  this  rings  true  to  them, 
based  on  stories  they  heard  and  their  own  recollections.  What  I  don't  have,  however,  is  the  actual 
department's  perspective  on  this.  Perhaps  this  relationship  between  LAPD  and  Robinson  was  written  down  in 
files  that  are  still  existing?  Perhaps  there  are  also  old-timers  within  the  LAPD  who  I  am  unaware  of  who  could 
speak  with  first-hand  knowledge  of  how  this  all  went  down? 

I  wanted  to  reach  out  to  you  before  I  filed  a  public  records  request  for  anything  the  department  has  on 
Robinson  and  the  Brotherhood.  I  intend  to  file  a  request  shortly,  as  I  know  it  takes  some  time  to  process  them.
